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As I read the Albuquerque, New Mexico, Daily Citizen I found that in about 1890 
with the coming of the railroad and the erection of telegraph lines accompanying the 
building of the lines to the west, that a lot of national and international news was being 
sent over these lines. I could see that there were more and more of the national news 
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occurring around the United States. For Example, for several days there were reports and 
listings of fatalities occurring in the St. Louis tornado in 1896, with several hundred 
names listed. I felt that possibly this could be a new source of information for the 
researcher; thus, this compilation. 

I attempted to limit the compilation to deaths and extremely interesting items, but 
concentrating on the death aspect. I edited the articles to the pertinent information to try 
and identify the person or persons involved. The researcher may then go to the source 
newspaper, the Albuquerque, New Mexico, Daily Citizen, to get the full story, and that 
may lead to news stories in other cities. 

This compilation was made with the hope that possibly the mention in the 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, Daily Citizen, (also called the Evening Citizen for a brief 
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article. A series of periods indicates omission of some part of the article.

May 3, 1893, p.l: Samuel McCloud Was murdered at Bonwood, a suburb of Wheeling, 
W.Va., by his mother and Merle Tibes, his brother-in-law. It was the result of a drunken 
quarrel. 
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May 4, 1893, p.l: Pearl Thomas, a female barber at Cascade, Mont., killed herself 
because of her unrequited love for Charles Arnaud, a barber of Great Falls. 

May 4, 1893, p.l: Rudolph M. Maercus, assistant at the German Postal Telegraph exhibit 
at the fair.. .was asphyxiated in his room at a boarding house in Chicago. 

May 4, 1893, p.l: John Engles, a farmer living near Granville, Wis., shot his brother-in— 
law, Thomas Kaemerling, and then killed himself. The trouble was over the division of 
land owned jointly. 

May 4, 1893, p.l: Elmer Randall, a young fanner living near St. Joseph, Mo., committed 
suicide in church because the girl he was in love with, Alva Brooks, was escorted to 
church by another man. 

May 6, 1893, p.l: At Harviell, Mo., W. Rowe, a prominent citizen, and Joe Rush, Jr., 
fought with knives. Rowe accused Rush, who was married, of being too intimate with his 
daughter. Rush is dead and Rowe cannot live. 

May 8, 1893, p.l: Some years ago George Behrens, a prosperous fanner of Ohio, became 
infatuated with Amanda Miller, who got all his money and then left. He found her in 
Lima, Ohio, and demanded she marry him. When she refused he killed her and 
committed suicide. 

May 11,1893, p. 1: Mary Blest, daughter of a farmer living near Abilene, Kas., 
committed suicide by hanging herself. Disappointment in love was the cause. 

May 23, 1893, p.l: Logan Brown, of Casey county, Ky., who had fired at his brother as 
the result of a quarrel, was shot dead by him. 

May 24, 1893, p.2: George Lankford, a saloon keeper and prize fighter of Marietta, Ohio, 
shot and killed his wife and then committee suicide. 

May 24, 1893, p.2: Lrank E. Johnson, arrested at Spokane, Wash., for threatening his 
wife’s life, killed himself on the witness stand. Domestic infelicity was the cause. 

May 24, 1893, p.2: Charles Toney, 17, engaged at feeding the cylinders at the strawboard 
works at Kokomo, hid., was dragged through between them and crushed to death. 

May 24, 1893, p.2: William Sullivan, who murdered Layton Leetch and assaulted his 
wife near Durand, Mich., last January has been captured in Detroit... 

May 27, 1893, p.l: Montgomery, Ala.: The train bearing the remains of the late Jefferson 
Davis arrived here at 6 o’clock this morning... 

May 27, 1893, p.l: Lrank Hickey, the alleged murderer of John M. Clayton...at Little 
Rock, Ark.... 
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May 27, 1893, p.l: Lone Stay, a small town in Cherokee county, Texas, was almost 
wiped out by fire. Dr. J. E. Roberts was burned to death in his office. 

May 29, 1893, p.l: A. B. Diamond was shot and killed by his business partner, David 
Miller, at Areola, Ill., in a quarrel... 

May 29, 1893, p.l: John N. Camp who died in Middletown, Conn., last Sunday, for many 
years paid for the music instruction in the public schools there. 

Jun 1, 1893, p.l: John W. Bull, of Colorado Springs, Colo., was asphyxiated in a room at 
the Louisiana Hotel, Chicago, by escaping gas. 

Jun 2, 1893, p.l: William Denny, aged 19 years, accidentally killed himself near Ridgely, 
Mo., while hunting. 

Jun 2, 1893, p.l: At his home in Fort Madison, Iowa, ex-judge J. M. Beck, of the Iowa 
Supreme Court, was found dead in bed. Death resulted from heart failure, induced by 
rheumatism. 

Jun 2, 1893, p.l: Miss Bertha Manchester, a well-known and highly-respected young lady 
of Fall River, Mass., was found horribly mutilated, by her father and brother recently, and 
the house robbed. The murderer is unknown. 

Jun 5, 1893, p.l: New Bedford, Mass.: The trial of Lizzy Andrew Borden... under 
indictment for the murder of her aged parents... 

Jun 7, 1893, p.2: James Reed, 63 years of age, and his wife, Mary, 38, were drowned 
while bathing in the irrigating canal at Bakersfield, California. 

Jun 8, 1893, p.l: At Dannemora, N.Y., Sapione Martello was electrocuted for the crime 
of murder. 

Jun 8, 1893, p.l: The funeral of Edwin Booth, the celebrated actor, will occur at New 
York tomorrow. 

Jun 21, 1893, p.2: Lyle Kellogg, Jack Ford, and O Gay were drowned at Ashland, Wise. 

Jun 21, 1893, p.2: J. J. Mulreunin, age 25, jumped from the north roadway of the 
Brooklyn bridge upon the roof of a pier shed 100 feet below and was instantly killed. 

Jun 21, 1893, p.2: Policeman Smith of Chicago, while chasing a pickpocket on Sunday, 
fired a shot which struck Joseph Harwick, age 14, in the head. Killing him instantly. 

Jun 21, 1893, p.2: Ambrose S. Arnold, a book-keeper at Leavenworth, Kan., after 
finishing his Sunday dinner accused his wife of infidelity and threatened to shoot her. 
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She dared him to do it and he fired two shots, mortally wounding her. Then he killed 
himself. 

Jul 6, 1893, p.2: Reddy Estes, an aeronaut, came down in the Missouri River near 
Omaha, and was drowned. 

Jul 6, 1893, p.2: John Sontag, one of the men who tried to escape from the California 
penitentiary, died from his wound. 

Jul 6, 1893, p.2: R. E. Lee, slayer of Mrs. Jesse Hale, was dangerously shot in the 
courtroom at Texarkana, Ark., by the husband of the victim. 

Jul 6, 1893, p.2: Edward McCarthy, aged 21, a bartender, jumped from the Brooklyn 
bridge and sustained injuries that will probably prove fatal. 

Jul 6, 1893, p.2: William A. Campbell, foreman of the Union Pacific wrecking gang of 
Kansas City, was fatally cut in a saloon fight by a man named Baker. 

Jul 6, 1893, p.2: Dennis Collins shot Martin Coleman, a merchant, and Thomas Dagman, 
section foreman, fatally at Housor Junction, Wash., and is still at large. 

Jul 6, 1893, p.2: In a quarrel near Ingalis, Okla., L. Samples shot Ernest Cheaviler, his 
brother-in-law, dead. 

Jul 6, 1893, p.2: The mother-in-law of Joe Hills, a decorator of Evansville, Ind., split his 
head open with an axe and fled. 

Jul 6, 1893, p.2: Charles Rice, of Monett, Mo., aged 20, an express messenger, fell 
between the cars near Sapulpa, I.T., and was cut to pieces. 

Jul 6, 1893, p.2: Disinterment of the body of Mrs. Chas. Bogard of Whitehaven, Pa., 
showed that she had been buried alive and had torn her grave clothes and flesh in her 
agony. 

Jul 7, 1893, p.l: Kansas City, Mo.: During a saloon quarrel William A. 

Campbell... stabbed by Homer Baker... Baker fled... when Baker read the news of the 
murder he went out and purchased a revolver and shot himself through the head, death 
resulting immediately. 

Jul 7, 1893, p.l: St. Joseph, Mo.: Victor Lungfeldt, a German...killed himself at the 
Pacific House by taking morphine... 

Jul 7, 1893, p.l: Gagetown, Mich.: The house on the Joe Cross farm...struck by 
lightning.. .five persons burned to death... 

Jul 7, 1893, p.3: Harvey Bryant, aged 81, living near Florence, Kas., was run over by a 
train and killed. 
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Jul 10, 1893, p.l: Theodore Coombs, a miner of Butte, Mont., cut his wife’s throat and 
then killed himself with poison. 

Jul 10, 1893, p.l: Isaac Ethridge, living hear Conway, Ark., attacked David Brewer, a 
neighbor, with a butcher knife, and was shot dead. 

Jul 10, 1893, p.l: George Kerrick, postmaster at Read’s station, Ky., shot Ross Leonard, 
a young farmer, dead because he attacked him in a fit of drunken rage. 

Jul 10, 1893, p.l: Andrew Debney, a farmer living near Clark, Neb., shot his wife five 
times inflicting probably fatal wounds, and then drowned himself in a stream, near by. 

Jul 11, 1893, p.l: Louis Schultz, ex-senator, confessed to having killed George Artanasin 
at Stockton, Cal., July 4, to avenge his sister’s downfall. 

Jul 12, 1893, p.l: B. W. Johnson, a Nebraska farmer, committed suicide on account of his 
financial troubles. 

Jul 12, 1893, p.l: Nels J. Hoff, a wealth Duluth pioneer, committed suicide because a 
guardian had been appointed... 

Jul 17, 1893, p.l: Larmer Blankenship, of Mountainsburg, Ark., has been bound over for 
deliberately drowning his six-year-old son. 

Jul 17, 1893, p.l: Dan Cook, a section man living north of Lostoria, Ohio, crazed by 
liquor, beat two of his children fatally and then dashed another against the wall and 
ceiling. 

Jul 19, 1893, p.l: Leadville: The blueness of the times in the silver mining districts has 
caused three deaths here. W. L. White, an old resident, shot himself three times and died 
in half an hour. He was discouraged. 

Jul 19, 1893, p.l: At Chicago, Joseph Midoe was shot and killed by a friend, who 
mistook him for a burglar. 

Jul 19, 1893, p.l: Dot Sonwall, a woman snake charmer, was bitten by one of her pets in 
New York and died from the poison. 

Jul 19, 1893, p.l: In a runaway at Thomasboro, Ill., two young sons of William Seymour 
were so injured that they died soon after the accident. 

Jul 20, 1893, p.l: George Pond, aged 24; Albert Butterowe, aged 16, and Willie Clawson, 
aged 12, were drowned near Galveston while swimming. 
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Jul 20, 1893, p.l: Luca Seescich, a wealthy capitalist and miner of Los Angeles, Cal., 
shot and killed his wife and then killed himself. Jealousy is supposed to have been the 
cause. 

Jul 21, 1893, p.l: Henry Ault, of Alford, hid., shot and killed Rentz Miley who had 
broken into the room of Ault’s mother. 

Jul 21, 1893, p.l: Sheriff H. J. Spradley, shot and instantly killed Joel Goodwin, of 
Logansport, La., at that place. Both men were noted “killers”. 

Jul 21, 1893, p.l: Horace Rennie, a real estate dealer of Springfield, Mo., was found dead 
in a hotel room in Wichita, Kas. Heart disease is supposed to have been the cause. 

Jul 21, 1893, p.l: Miss Louise Bryan, of Newark, N.J., aged 19, died of hydrophobia 
caused by a dog bite April 26. In her last agony she scratched her affianced on the head. 

Jul 21, 1893, p.l: Mrs. Charles Baker, of St. Paul, Minn., was burned to death by a 
gasoline explosion. During her agony, in an effort to put out the flames, someone threw 
boiling water on her. 

Jul 22, 1893, p.l: John L. Plain, a prominent lumber merchant of Washington, while 
suffering from hallucination, leaped from the roof of his house to his death. 

Aug l, 1893, p.l: The coroner’s jury which investigated the lynching of Dan Arrata, the 
Italian murderer in Denver, Col., has returned a verdict of hanging by parties unknown. 

Aug 11, 1893 , p.l: John Henson, a white man who informed on moonshiners in 
Greenville, S.C., was found murdered. 

Aug 11, 1893, p.l: Whitecaps burned the house of the Conrads in Boone township, 
Indiana, and later the Conrads killed John Kendal, William Fisher, and William Hubbel, 
all whitecaps. 

Aug 11, 1893, p.l: Miss Cora Wilson died at Union, Iowa, from the effects of drinking 
concentrated lye with suicidal intent. 

Aug 11, 1893, p.l: John Wallace, mine foreman, and Robert Mould, fire boss, who were 
almost roasted by gas in the explosion that occurred in the East Boston, Pa., mine are 
dead. 

Aug 12, 1893, p.l: John Nelson of Hannibal, Mo., killed John Sthal, a farmer, and his 
mother because they sheltered his aged parents, whom he had driven from home. He is 
now in jail. 
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Aug 12, 1893, p.l: Mrs. Sarah Gorman of New York met with a frightful death recently. 
She was cleaning a folding bed with naphtha, when it took fire and she fell over and the 
bed closed on her and she was burned to death. 

Aug 17, 1893, p.l: Wm. F. Caldwell, a Pueblo, Colo., bar keeper, shot and killed himself 
at St. Louis. 

Aug 17, 1893, p.l: The body of Capt. H. Vernon Russell, late of the British navy, was 
found floating in the Missouri at Omaha. The police think he was murdered. 

Aug 22, 1893, p.l: John Samuels, a prominent dry goods merchant of Mount Sterling, 
Ky., committed suicide by drowning. 

Aug 22, 1893, p. 1: Lucien McCain was fatally shot by Andrew Wagner on a road near 
Houston, Texas, but lived long enough to give the story of the crime. 

Aug 22, 1893, p.l: At Dangerfield, Texas, H. L. Dawton’s two boys, aged 7 and 10, 
playing with matches, set the barn on fire. The younger one escaped but the other 
perished. 

Aug 22, 1893, p.l: Dr. D. C. Foster, surgeon of the 14 th regiment, R.C.P., and one of the 
best known physicians in town, committed suicide by shooting himself in the head at his 
home at Crafton. 

Aug 23, 1893, p.l: Edward Brennan, of New York, while rowing on Niagara River, was 
drowned, and his body went over the falls. 

Aug 23, 1893, p. 1: Charles Tait, a negro, was taken from a Deputy United States Marshal 
near Clarkesdale, Miss., and lynched. He had wounded a white man in a quarrel. 

Aug 23, 1893,.p.l: J. W. Brenham, the United States Marine Hospital services, died of 
yellow fever at New Brunswick, Ga. His was the only case of the disease in town. 

Aug 23, 1893, Chang Fay, a New York Chinaman, while suffering from smallpox 
continued his laundry business. He died Sunday... 

Aug 24, 1893, p.l: Maj. J. C. Luileman, a prominent St. Louis citizen, shot himself and 
died instantly. 

Aug 24, 1893, p. 1: Sheriff Cochran, of Beloit, Kas., shot and killed W. C. Stevens, one of 
two brothers who were charged with grand larceny and escaped from jail there a few days 
since. 

Aug 24, 1893, p. 1: Ed Walles, of Palo Pinto, Texas, shot Miss Beatty and James Bly and 
then himself Sunday evening last... 
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Aug 24, 1893, p.l: At Greenwood, S.C., Jake Davis, colored, assaulted Mrs. William 
Mundy, a respectable white woman. He was hunted down, fully identified, tied to a tree 
and shot to death by 100 men. 

Aug 24, 1893, p.l: Silas Wilson, a negro, was found hanging to a tree a few miles from 
Leavenworth, Kansas. It is thought he was lynched, but no reason but that he was an all- 
around tough can be assigned for the deed. 

Aug 25, 1893, p.l: L. O. Warren was shot and killed by Jimmy Wells, a sporting man, at 
Dodge City, Kan. 

Aug 26, 1893, p.l: Mrs. Caroline Hall of Chicago Lake, Minn., is under arrest charged 
with the murder of her mother-in-law, Mrs. Johanna Hall. 

Aug 26, 1893, p.l: Miss Anna Lester, of New Orleans, returned from the world’s 
fair... swallowed a dose of opium and died soon afterwards... 

Aug 28, 1893, p. 1: Thomas Betson, a white striker of the Kansas coal mines, was shot 
and killed last night in an encounter with negro miners. 

Aug 28, 1893, p.l: Long standing family quarrels, no work...drove William Schmidt, 45 
years old, to shoot his wife and himself in St. Louis. Both are dead. 

Aug 29, 1893, p. 1: George R. Weber, the oldest newspaper man in Illinois, died at 
Pawnee, that state, aged 85. He started the Illinois Republican in 1835. 

Aug 29, 1893, p.l: Near Tahlequah, I.T. Deputy Marshall Thomas of the Fort Smith court 
attempted to arrest Mack Anderson on a charge of selling whiskey in the Indian country. 
A short fight followed, which resulted in Anderson being killed. 

Aug 30, 1893, p.l: Antonio Bechetich died at Philadelphia after fasting 76 days. 

Aug 30, 1893, p.l: Andrew Gibson, who was insane from drink, killed Charles H. 
Connors at Fall River, Mass. He then killed himself. 

Aug 30, 1893, P.l: William Meadows shot and killed Pinkney Humphrey at Guthrie, Ky., 
because the latter had threatened him. Some of the stray shots killed Humphrey’s mother 
and wounded his daughter. 

Aug 31, 1893, p.l: Fred. Bearhall, an Indian soldier at Salt Lake City, committed suicide 
on receiving bad news from his father.

Worth, TX: News reached the city...double killing at Shofter’s 
Lake, Andrews County, Crick Atmore and Wils Mason quarreled...they met on the banks 
of Shofter’s Lake, simultaneously fired and both shots took effect... 

Jan 28, 1896, p.l: Bluefield, WV: Alexander Jones, a Negro desperado, boarded a 
passenger train at Keystone...W. H. Strother, postmaster at Elkhorn, was killed. 
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Conductor McCullough was shot in the side.. .Peter Rice, was shot through the right 
breast...Jones was incarcerated...at Hemphill the train was flagged and a mob numbering 
100 men boarded it.. .dragged Jones to a tree, where he was swung to a limb and his body 
riddled with bullets. The following note was attached to the body: “This deed was done 
for the purpose of an example and warning to Negroes, so beware.”...
